RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS 

The river was at a stand yesterday with 3 feet 10 
inches water in the canal. The weather is very 
warm. A shower fell last evening. Only four 
steamboat arrivals yesterday— the Superior from 
Cincinnati and the Statesman from Henderson. The 
Emma Dean and Alvin Adams got in about 9 o'clock 
last night. The Fashion passed Evansville yester- 
day, and will, on her arrival here, lie up. 

The D. A. Given will leave the city wharf for 
Cairo and Memphis. She has been thoroughly re- 
paired and newly painted, and is now in capital" con- 
dition. 

The Hickman will also leave for Memphis. She 
wants passengers only. 

The Time will leave for the Tennessee river to- 
day positively. 

Capt. Jacob Haslep's fine sternw heeler, North 
Star, will be found at the wharf this morning, bound 
for St. Louis. 

The Moses SIcLellan is the maill>oat for Cincinna- 
ti to-day. The Dove is the Kentucky river packet. 
The Emma Dean is the packet for Carrollton. We 
are indebted to her clerk for a copy of the manifest. 

Of the river above, the Cincinnatti Gazette of yes- 
terday says: 

Above this point steamers are running hard 
aground at all the shoal places, with every probabil- 
ity that n few c-f them will remain agrouud lor the 
season. The John Gault is in this predicament. 
Her pilot run her hard aground on Mustapha Island, 
fifty feet from the channel, and there she "sticks" 
for the remainder of the season. Her freight has 
been reshipned on lighters. The water i* rapidly 
leaving. The new steamer Fulton, Capt. Brickel, is 
stuck at the Sisters, and the Jacob Poe is laid up at 
the foot of the Island. The Endeavor is laid up 
above Wheeling. The S. P. Hibbard, Mary Cook, 
and lielmcnt got over by putting part of the cargo 
out, and sparring over. The Baltimore is hard 
aground at the foot of Buffington, with Iter wheel 
broken. The Parkersburg is also aground in Buf- 
fing. The Economy came down yesterday with a 
grod trip, and reports the Ohio above in a lamenta- 
bly low condition — so badly, indeed, that Captain 
Belt/hoover has decided to lay up his boat here until 
there is more water. 

The Alvin Adams arrived from St. Louis last 
night. We are indebted to her attentive clerk, Mr. 
Priest, for a memorandum, which we publish. The 
Adams reports no boats aground below. There 
were 5 feet water in the channel, and the channel 
was washing out. 

— The steamer 
Return, now at P< rtland, which hag lately changed 
owners, will run throughout the: season as a regular 
packet between Memphis and White river, making a 
trip every ten days. She is undergoing thorough 
repair.

The HepvUic. — This large and elegant steamer, 
commanded by Capt. Jeff. Stewart, will leave Cairo 
fjr New Orleans on Tuesday after the arrival of the 
cars. Passengers taking a boat to-day, or the cars 
on Monday, will reach Cairo in ti.ne for her. 

New Germkx Baitist Cncr.cu. — One of the 
most interesting and important enterprises of which 
we have had occasion to take notice for some time is 
the completion of a small but handsome edifice on 
the comer of Chestnut and Hancock streets, for the 
use of the German Baptist Church. It comprises a 
commodious audience M ami a residence for the 
pastor. When the congregation shall become suffi- 
ciently numerous to justify it, a fine building will 
be erected fronting on Chestnut, a leaving the pres- 
ent house for a parsonage. 

The church is a neat structure, fitted with gas and 
all the modern convenionces, and will prove an at- 
tractive place for the large German population of 
that section of the city. It was erected by the self- 
sacrificing efforts of a few noble men, and will Jong 
remain a noble monument to their liberality in a 
great cause. 

The dedication exercises will take place one week 
from to-morrow — Sunday, Septeml»er 20th — when 
services in German will be had morning and night, 
and in the afternoon Rev. Dr. Everts will deliver 
an appropriate discourse 

The cost of the lot and building has been over 
three thousand dollars.

C-sfThe following, from the Providence Journal, 
s certainly correct. It applies more forcibly to Eu- 
rope than to this country: 

The decline in sugar seems to be caused by a real 
diminution of the consumption. The stock was 
short, and had the consumption held on, the high 
price would have been maintained. It has fallen 
because it had become so dear that people would, to 
a considerable extent, go without it rather than pav 
for it. It will he so with cotton. The law is uni- 
versal. The process is slower in the case of cottou, 
because there are large investments that demand the 
raw material, and for a time without reference to the 
consumption of the manufactured article. The man- 
ufacturers, by their policy and practice, keep up the 
price of cotton. But when they cannot get back a 
new dollar for an old one, except by selling their 
goods at such a price as repels the purchaser, then 
the same operation which has brought down sugar 
will commence upon cotton. 

The people will not pay more than a certain price 
for cotton goods, ana cotton must be sold at such 
prices as will enable the manufacturers to supply 
their goods within the limits that the consumers im- 
pose. When they cannot do this, the mills necessa- 
rily must stop, and then cotton, going through the 
same process that cotton goods have suffered, falls 
by the operation of the same lrws.

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Sheet Iron Railroad Cabs — At the recent 
Railroad Convention in New York, Mr. L;.mothe. 
the inventor, exhibited the model of a sheet iron 
car, for which he claimed great superiority over the 
wooden car in many essential particulars. The 
chief recommendations claimed for it were lightness, 
kreat strength and durability, and safety to life, as 
in case of collision or smaih up there would be an 
entire absence of splinters, whicu usually do the 
greater share of damage in case of accident to 
i cars.

Conh.a<;i:ations from the Solar Rays. — A 
Hamburg letter of the 15th says: "The extremely 
hot weather we have experienced during the last 
few days has done much for the harvest in the sur- 
rounding districts, and, excepting some cases of 
sudden illness, has been productive of great benefit 
to all classes of the community. A striking proof of 
the power of the sun's rays was observed on Thurs- 
day forenoon at the laboratory of the Civic Artillery 
Ammunition Store, in which the pyrotechnic anions 
carry on their labor. While M. Berf-holst and his 
two sons were employed in their vocation, and using 
every possible precaution to shield their operations, 
the ravs of the sun fell on a round piece of gla« 
through the only small window exposed to its 
effects and set fire to some paper close at hand 
and burnt a hole through the boards on the upper 
floor of the building, through which it reached 
some ammunition below, which immediately explo- 
ded. Fortunately the stock of ammunition was not 
large, a portion having been previously removed to 
the powder magazine close by, and the prompt ap- 
plication of water stopped the progress of the burn- 
ing emliers. The pyrotechnist and his two sons had 
just time to escape, and the only personal injury 
sustained Avas by one of the workmen, who was 
slightly burnt. The alarm, however, was for some 
time considerable for the safety of the adjoining 
powder store. Accounts have been received that 
at the town of Bojanuvo, in the province of Posen, 
in the district of Krobta, situate between Nawietz 
and Lissa, and through which the Breslau and Po- 
sen railway runs, a very large fire happened in a 
similar wav on the 13th inst., on w hich occasion 
350 out of 420 houses were burnt down, thereby 
causing 2,<XK> persons to be entirely houseless.

Massacre near Jerusalem. — A letter received 
in London from Jerusalem, of the 1st ultimo, an- 
nounces that disturbances had taken place in the 
neighborhood of that city, attended with serious loss 
of life. It appears that the turbulent factions in 
that country had taken advantage of the prolonged ! 
absence of Surreya Pacha, the Turkish Governor, j 
who was at Djennin, the northern boundary of the 
province, and a sanguinary collision had taken place 
al the very gates of Jerusalem. Twenty-two men ] 
and two women were killed. The peasants fought 
with great desperation, armed with sword*, contra- i 
ry to their usual custom. 

The mountaineers in the suburbs of Jerusalem ' 
had become greatly excited, and the inhabitants of ] 
the adjacent villages were preparing to take part in | 
the quarrel. It was feared that, in a few days, 
the conflagration would become general. Ab'ou i 
Gosh, an influential chief, was raising men among 
the Djeddours, and was capable of giving the Turk- 
ish authorities much trouble. There is a battalion 
of 600 Basha-Bazouks at Jerusalem.

in long voyages, and he was then sanguine of per 
fecting his discovery, so as to supply families in the 
city with country milk, brought from anv distance, 
without a largely increased cost. We had ■dsaed 
him from the city for some time; but it seems he has 
not been idle, and we have the pleasure of chroni- 
cling his return, as enthusiastic as ever, and com- 
pletely successful in his experiments. 

Mr. Borden's process is exceedingly simple and 
ought to l>e universally popular, for it is exactly the 
reverse of the system adopted by the milkmen, of 
which there is s.o much reasonable complaint. The 
chemists divide 1,000 parts of pure milk into 840 of 
water, 40 of butter, 45 of sugar of milk, 40 of ca- 
sein, &c, to which the milkmen »»dd from the town 
pump from 300 to GOO equal parts more of water, 
using in the weakest dilution a little salt, and some- 
times a trifle of chalk, the former for taste and the 
latter for complexion. Mr. Borden simply evapo- 
rates 750 parts of the water, leaving all the useful 
properties of the milk still remaining. This is done 
in a vacuum, over a very slight heat, leaving as the 
residue a thick paste, which can at any time be recon- 
verted into milk by restoring the water. 

The advantages'are obvious. The cream will not 
rise to the surface in the absence of the water, so 
that when the latter is restored the milk is essential- 
ly as new and fresh as when first taken from the 
| cow. As the bulk after condensation is only about 
I one-fifth of the original fluid, the expense of trans- 
portation is greatly lessened, while all disturbance 
of the elements of the milk is avoided. Hermeti- 
I cally sealed, it can be carried any distance, sea or 
! land, and will keep perfectly sweet. In open cans 
I or bottles it will keep through cool weather without 
; souring, and without any danger of separating the 
cream. In warm weather it will remain sweet much 
longer than ordinary milk, and upon ice may be 
kept for several "weeks. One teaspoonful of the 
condensed article to four of pure water will make 
rich country milk, precisely as it comes from the 
cow; one to "five will make a'richer c .impound than 
is ever, unless in rare cases, brought to the city; 
while one to seven will make "a fair article," such 
as is usually sold for the best Orange county. 

Mr. Borden has established a condenser "(capable 
of reducing 5,000 quarts per day) in Litchfield, 
Conn., one of the richest grazing districts in Con- 
necticut, where the unadulterated article can l« 
bought for two cents a quart. The heat is applied 
under a covered kettle, from which the air is ex- 
hausted and the water thus evaporated. The re- 
mainder is then brought to market. The reader 
will perceive this is not manufactured milk, there 
being nothing added to it and nothing taken from it 
except the water. It will be sold in the city at 32 
cents a quart. This will bring the cost, when re- 
stored by the addition of four time-> its bulk of wa- 
ter, to, say sixpence a quart. Any one who wishes 
to use a cheaper article has only to add another 
quart of water; it will then be richer than mo>t if 
not all the milk distributed from cart3 about the 
city. Of course the addition of only two or three 
parts of water leaves it a rich cream, and the pur- 
chaser can vary the quality at his pleasure. 

Very few persons are aware of the extent and 
importance of the milk trade in this city. The sta- 
tistics compiled for official use, a year or two ago, 
showed that the annual cost to consumers here was 
about 18.500,000; and it must now exceed four mil- 
lions. The difficulty connected with the trade grows 
out of the rapid decomposition of the milk in its nat- 
ural state, and its great bulk compared with its 
first cost. Both these are overcome iu Borden's 
process, as the water may be evaporated at the dai- 
ry and added again when it is wanted for Use. The 
expense of the milk is preserved from the damage 
it suffers, in its natural state, from long-continued 
agitation. The samples we have seen are unexcep- 
tionable, both in quality and taste; and we regard 
the experiment as entirely successful.

Marriage, too, should be emblematic of the union of 
mind to mind and heart to heart. It is well to build 
matrimonial happiness on physical sympathy — bet- 
ter still of heart extending to heart; but the mental 
adaptation and a similarity of views, relative to the 
great principles of action, and of the relations to 
society, should also be taken into consideration, for 
the bodily attractions must fade, and the ardor of 
affection may cool, or be diverted into another chan- 
nel, therefore, the mind's purposes must be eleva- 
ted and stable, and its energies will be found to 
diminish but slowly with increasing years. A mar- 
riage founded upon this mutual understanding has 
little chance of being wretched; both parties ever 
finding the self-same mental beauty they once ad- 
mired, and constantly deriving from eaen other the 
benefit of mutual interchange of thought, sympathy, 
and endeavors.
